Legislator Gerentine commented the unions have a bargaining 

process and if the contribution levels are a priority they can go 

through the proper channels to change the contribution levels. 

Legislator Gerentine was also agreeable to waiting for the 

compensation study results before deciding on this resolution. 

 

Legislator Rodriguez asked if there was any potential for this 

group to create a bargaining union, as historically a group was able 

to organize when no one was expecting it.
